"We're not' discussing cuts, 
because we've already cut every- 
thing," said Superintendent James 
Beveridga "We don't have anything 
left except for reading, writing and 
arithmetic as It is." 

Beveridgc said the district, one 
campus that does its best to cater to 
lite needs of about 250 children from 
pre-kindergarten through eighth 
grade, would be $20,000 in the red by 
Uie end of die year. 

All sports, cxtiracuriicular activi- ; 
ties, aides and sdioql'jtmdie^^^ 
been cut. He said lunches are provid-' '^^ 
ed to students, but it's done com- 
pletely outside of die school distinct 
to save the costs ofihe two employees 
who |ueviou.sly prepared and served 



food. 

Additionally, Bevcridge said tliere 
is no media specialist and that social 
worker services have been cut back to 
oiic day a week, and that die service Is 
provided by SEDOL ' (Special 
Education Disuict of Lake County). 

Last week, officials from die state 
of Illinois met witii Beveridge to dis- 
cuss otiier options if die referendum 
fails. "Ouronly other two possibilities 
arc consolidation wiUi anotlier dis- 
trict, or die state could come in and 
dissolve the district and move die 
students to odicr schools," he said.

f the 15 people wanting to be the 
next U.S. Senator from Hlinois— 
seven of them are Democrats. "I 
have spent my entire adult life on 
the front lines of progressive causes. After 
working on environmental Issues for 10 
years, I went into radio because the left had 
no voice on talk radio," said Nancy Skinner. 

"Against all odds. I changed tliat and 
am now the most widely-heard. Democrat 
on radio in America. I decided to run for 
the Senate because the left has lost its 
voice in national politics.

The others are Jim Oberweis, owner of 
Oberweis Dairies; General John Borling, a 
retired U.S. Air Force Major General; 
Andrew McKcnna, a business executive;

Voters will be asked to support a 1/4-pcrcenl 
sales tax increase 1\iesday to be used for new road 
improvements in the county. 

Tlie new tax would add an additional 25 cents . 
in sales tax for every $100 spent in die county widi 
die exception of food, medicine and Items sudi as 
cars. State law exempts these items. 

Residents already spend 25 cents in sales tax 
for every $100 spent on local goods. 

The March referendum will cap a thrcc-ycar 
effort to convince the governor, die stale legisla- 
ture and Lake County voters of the need to do 
something about traffic congestion. 

County officials expect to raise an addiUonal 
$15 million annually, which would more than doti- 
ble the existing transportation budgef. ' * " ' 

Money will be used to alleviate the county's 
irafTic problems by widening existing roads and 
improving intcrsccdons along with any new trans- 
portadon projects. ExisUng road projects won't 
bcneHt from die increase, but die revenue will 
benefit state and municipal roads. 

"We're going to go where the problems arc," 

said Suzi Schmidt (R-Ukc Villa), Uke County 

board president. "Our projecls are really going lo 

be gcUing lo the congested areas." 

Officials hope lo generate even more money, 
by levcrag\rig those' dollars with axaic and Tcderal 

funds and by paying off low-Interest loans. 

A separate account will be created for the sales 
tax revenue that can be tracked on die county's 
Web site by residents. 

"You will be able to clearly track what was 
spent," said County Administrator Barry Burton.
